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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner wondered if a typographical error occurred in claim 5 and 
would like to know which number (4 or 20) should be gone. 

Generally in the remark filed 12/03/2004, Applicant argues that the prior art fails to teach a logic further configured to 
interpolate at least one other test result value corresponding to another test pair in the portion based upon a test result 
of at least one of the test pairs. However, such a limitatation is not in claim 17. 

Applicant agrees to add the limitation into claim 17 and amend claim 5 to delete number 4 but would like to confirm the 
amendment on the next day. 

Applicant called back on December 15 and authorized examiner to amend the claims as discussed.
